WASHINGTON, April 28.—Interest to- 
day in the crisis im the relations of the 
United States and Germany centred in 
the visit of James W. Gerard, the Amer- 
ican Ambassador in Berlin, to Emperor 
William at the Grand Headquarters of 
the German Armies in the field. . This 
interest was increased by an intimation 
received here from a reliable seurce in 
Berlin that the Emperor's purpose in 
consulting Mr. Gerard was to make a 
direct appeal for the continuance of 
peace between the two nations. 

At the German Embassy the opinion 
was expressed that the Kaiser would not 
attempt to undertake negotiations with 
Ambassador Gerard for an adjustment 
of the submarine issue. This; it was 
explained, would be an unusual course 
for the Emperor. Considerable optim- 
ism preyails at the Bmbassy, which, it 
is understood, today recelved advices 
from its Foreign ®ffice intimating that 
the German Government proposed. to 
make an effort to meet the demand of 
the United States that present methods 
of German submarine warfare be aban- 
doned immediatety. 

The responsible officials of the State 
Department did not hesitate to say today 
that they were entirely in the dark as to 
the purpose of the Kaiser in summoning 
Ambassador Gerard to Grand Headquar- 
ters. Mr. Gerard, they said, had sent 
merely a brief dispatch saying he was 
leaving Berlin last night to visit the 
Kaiser on the latter’s invitation, and he 
was in ignorarice of the reason for the 
summons. It was said that Mr, Gerard 
had not asked Secretary Lansing for in- 
structions as to what he should say to 
the Emperor, and no instructions had 
been _sént to him that had any bearing 
on his visit to the Emperor. .In fact, it 
was said at the department,- no com- 
munication. had been sent to Mr. Gerard 
for three days. He is expected to return 
to Berlin tomorrow.

LONDON, April 28.—The British bat- 
tleship Russell has been sunk by a mine 
in the Mediterranean. 

Admiral Fremantle, the Captain of the 
Russell, 24 officers, and 676 men were 
saved, but about 124 men are missing. 

Announcement of the loss of the vessel 
was made in this official bulletin: 

H. M. S._ Russell, Ca tain William 
Bowden Smith, R. N# flying the flag 
of Rear Admiral Fremantle, struck a 
mine in_ the Mediterrnean yesterday 
and was sunk. : 

The Admiral, Captain, 24 officers, 

and 676 men were saved. There are 

Sbout 124 officers and mep missing. 


The Russell*is the. tenth capital ship 
of the British Navy to be lost since the 
war began, and 1s. the fourth officially 
announced as having been.sunk by # 
mine. The others were the old battle- 
ships Irresistible and Ocean, sunk on 
March 18, 1915, and the King Edward 
VIl., on Jan. 9, 1916, at a place not 
revealed. . 

‘Three were torpedoed in the Darda- 
nelies by the German submarine U-dl. 
the first to make the voyage from Ger- 
many to the Mediterranean. These were 
the predreadnoughts Goliath on May 
18, thé Triumph on May 25, and thé 
Majestic on May 27, 1915. 

The sUperdreadnoéught Audacious, 
23,000.tons, was sunk by mine, torpedo, 
or internal explosion off the northwest 
coast of Ireland, on Oct. 27, 1914. The 
predréadnought Bulwark, 15,000 tons, 
was destroyed by'an internal explosion 
while taking on amm 
mouth oh Nov, 26, 1014 

The predreadnought Formidabie, 15,- 
000 tons, was sunk by a mine or tor- 
pédo off Portsmouth, on Jan. 1, 1915. 

Aside {fom ‘thése capital ships, the 
British Navy s lost twelve cruisers, 
four gun four destroyers, three 
torpedo boats, eleven submarines, and 
eighteen auxiliary cruisers or transports. 

The Russell was one of the last bat- 
tleships built before the predreadnought 
period, when the main battery of 12-inch 
guns was reinforced by a secondary bat- 
tery of 9.2-inch guns. She was com- 
pleted in 1903, and carried fpur 12-inch 
and. twelve 6-inch guns, - twelve 12- 
pounders, six 3-poundérs, two Maxims, 
and four submerged torpedo tubes. Her 
water-line. length was 418 feet, and her 
beam 75.5 feet. Her displacement was 
14,000 tons, and she usually carried 750% 
officers and men, or, as.a flagship, 778.

McDermott; a student .at Trinity 
College, furnished a remarkable account 
of the fighting in which he was an ef- 
fective and which culminated in the cap- 
ture by the authorities of Fort Liberty, 
an important base of the rebels. ~A fair, 
athletic young man in rimless glasses, 
‘McDermott typifies. the sporting spirit 
in which the youthful cadets with a 
seasoning of trained troops accepted 
their grim responsibilities. 

‘*T had been to the races outside the 
city on Monday,”’ he said, ‘‘ and return- 
ing. in the evening I crossed Dublin in a 
taxicab. We were warned not to go by 
way of Stephens Green because the reb- 
els were seizing all passing vehicles there 
and converting them ifto barricades; but 
in the journey to my home we passed the 
Post Office, and there on top was a green 
flag. The windows were broken arid the 
building appeared deserted. . Outside in 
the roadway were two dead cavalry

been a revolution in the city. 


again and rode araund as near as I could 
get to Stephens Green to see what was 
doing. I was told that not only had the 
rebels taken possession of the Green and 
intrenched themselves there, but that 
they had also occupied some of the sur- 
rounding housés and the College of Sur- 
geons.

‘“*I slept the night undisturbed, al- 
though I believe there was rifle fire be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock Tuesday morning. 
After breakfast I decided to take a walk 
down Sackville Street. I found it barri- 
caded, but, being shortsighted, I failed 
to notice that barbed wire had been 
drawn across the sidewalk until one of 
the rehels, a rifle in his hand and a ban- 
dolier stuffed. with cartridges over his 
shoulder, warned me to be careful where 
I was going. I saw a dozen sturdy reb- 
els with pickaxes marching along under 
the direction of a couple of men armed 
with revolvers, and can only presume 
they had been detained to dig trenches 
scmewhere. I saw, too, that the barri- 
cades in the streets were formed of cabs 
and overturned trams. In a thorough- 
fare turning out of Sackville Street they 
had looted a cyele shop and improvised 
a barricade from crates and machines. 


Sniping From Windows. 


.- “ By this time I had seen sufficient 


to realize that: my services ‘might be 
useful. Near by there were two or three 
fellows at gates and members of 
the O.-'T.. Cy posted at windows with 
‘rifles trained on, the streets. I was 
admitted and upon volunteering re- 
ceived a rifle and cartridge belt and 
was conducted upstairs to assist in 
maintaining watch from windows. A 
fellow of the college was in charge of 
our corps and among the soldiers who 
had sought refuge from the fury of the 
rebela were. some excellent snipers— 
really wonderful shots they were—who 
taking cover behind chimneys on the 
roof of Trinity swept both Sackville 
Street and Dame Street, where the 
rebels held some ‘houses. The body of 
one man whom they had picked off al- 
ready lay within the college. 

‘When I entered these snipers of 
ours would select a mark at a great 
distance and would be on the target 
with amazing accuracy. every time. 
What looked like a woman’s head was 
thrust from a window and the snipers 
paid no attention to it at first, but 
when it reappeared they popped away 
at it, and a tiny spurt of mortar un- 
comfortably close to the head warned 
it to take no further tsks, 

“ About 11 o'clock the sound of fairly 
heavy firing reached us from the direc- 
tion of the Castle as if an attack were 
in progress there. At-the same time a 
sniper opened fire on a house in Dame 
Street, aiming at windows which were 
thought. to conceal enemy snipers. We 
also sent three rounds at it, making 
the windows our- target. The enemy 
was handicapped through his being 
armed with weapons inferior to ours. 
Meantime firing had continued at inter- 
Vals’ from the direction of the Castle. 
It. was heard at lunch and again at 
4 o'clock, and we understood that the 
rebels held two newspaper offices near 
the Castle. 

“From 9 o’clock until 11 there was 
fairly brisk firing at Stephens Green. 
We dispatched pickets up Dame Street 
and these men succeeded in clearing the 
rebels from houses which they held 
there. This system of attacking occu- 
pied houses with pickets was extended 
and the success of it largely accounts 
for the effective way in which the hos- 
tile forces were gradually penned within 
a ring. 

* At 11. o'clock I turned in and Slept 
through the night, awaking. at 5

What a Woman Saw. 


The following account was written for 
The Daily Chronicle by an English pro- 
fessional woman, who was on a holiday 
in Dubliz. and returned to England on 
Thursday: 

“Returning from a walk Monday I 
was on the Lesson Street bridge at 
noon. I heard the crackle of rifle fire 
and concluded that the reports pro- 
ceeded from some range in the neigh- 
borhood of the existence of which I 
was ignorant. 

“I turned into Lower Baggot Street, 
and was surprised to see people leaning 
out of their windows and craning their 
necks to get a glimpse of Stephen’s 
Green. The noise of firing had in- 
creased, and up the streets leading to 
the Green a dense crowd of people had 
gathered, and there was considerable 
shouting. Women who came by told us 
the Sinu Feiners had stormed the Green, 
had closed the gates, were digging them- 
selves in, and were firing upon all men, 
soidiers and policemen alike, in uniform. 
One woman declared she had seen a 
policeman shot up there, while a volley 
from. the insurgents had killed a girl 
and a baby she carried in her arms. 
We had certainly watched the Sinn Fein- 
ers marching about the city, bodies of 
men, and youths of the democratic 
kind, some in the customary green uni- 
forms, others with a warlike bandolier 
and belt fixed on over their ordinary 
clothes, but we had hot suspected that 
they contemplated “so dramatic an ac- 
tion @s that of Monday. 

“It appears the rebels opened fire 
without warning upon the military and 
police, who were without arms and who 


self.. At the Green they had constructed 
a barricade with a tram, and a cart 
horsé was lying dead there. It is a 
curious commentary upon the psychol- 
ogy of the watching crowd that the car- 
cass of the dead animal seemed to im- 
press them far more than the actual 
drama unfolding itself before their eyes.

Eventually the main column] 
moved up. toward the green, and after 
a few shots had snapped out I was 
surprised to observe them returning un- 
hurriedly. Right at the head of the 
column were four prisoners, one a stout, 
pale-faced man with a covert coat and 
a bowler hat, and two men of the raga- 
muffin species. 

“After the soldiers had passed on 
their way it was really amusing to see 
the manner in which milk vans and 
baker’s carts came into’ the street. They 
knew they were tempting fate, but not- 
withstanding they made thefr custom- 
ary déliveries at houses with possibly 
a little more than their customary haste, 
while shots were spitting into the streets 
from the rebels in. green. 


“By the afternoon I had decided it 
would be advisable for me to endeavor 
to return to London; but hours slipped 
by, and I could not induce a jarvey to 
take me and my luggage to Kingstown. 
They all declared the road was not 
safe, and that they dared not risk ‘it. 
At last, in desperation, I stoped a car 
driven by a jarvey whom I knew by 
sight and who was somewhat inebri- 
ated. He had a fare and sought to 
push by me, but I laid my hands on 
the shafts and he was compelled to 
halt lest he should run over me, He 
promised to pick me up at 5 o’dock 
and he drove off, wagging his head sor- 
rowfully and exclaiming that there 
wasn't a yoke horsed vehicle on the 
road, and it was madness to venture! 
outside the city. 


“Finally he did cali for me, much 
later tham he promised, He was more 
inebriated;-most of the Jarveys were 
suffering in that way—than ever and he 
brought with him a very powerful-look- 
ing nondescript individual. He said he 
had induced this man to travel with 
him on the box and protect him in an 
emergency. We came to the discussion 
of terms and he flatly refused to drive 
me six miles or so for less than 25 
shillings. I remarked that it was a 
stiff. sum, but the man standing by of- 
fered the opinion that he would not 
drive me there for double the sum, and 
that made my Jarvey more obdurate, 
until I wag forced to consent or remain 
in Dublin, and thus I got to Kingstown. 

“Not a soul molested us on the way, 
but everybody favored us with long, 
curious stares, and only my portman- 
teau on the roof, I conjecture, disarmed 
suspicion: 


“IT was -told before I left that~the 
rougher elements of those in the city 
jtself had. abandoned themselves.to loot- 
ing in the first flush of their suctess, 
and that shops were broken open in 
Grafton and Sackville Streets. In one 
case it was a boot store, from which 
men shod themselves, and in another 
case it was a toy shop, the contents of 
which were scattered among the chil- 
dren who happened by, and in yet a 
third case it was a sweet shop, from 
which it will be seen that the looters 
were actuated by a wild desire to con- 
fiscate any property.’-

ABANDON THE BILL. 

In regard to the proposed Philippines 
legislation The World believes that it 
ought to be possible to get rid of the 
obnoxious Clarke améndmient without 
defeating the entire bill.@/But the 
Clarke amendment fs really thé essence 
of the bill, which was. originally 
planned as a scuttling measure. Sena-, 
tor CLARKE managed to restore to the 
bill its original purpose, which was to 
commit this country to the abandon- 
ment of its obligation to develop the 
Philippines and make its people fit to 
govern themselves. The whole bill 
ought to be defeated, if it is brought 
to a vote. It was conceived in ;the 
wrong spirit. There is no evidence 
that it {§ a well-considered, construct- 
ive measure or that the administrative 
changés it provides for are needed. The 
World admits that “a specific promise 
“fof independence] now is likely to 
“vaise false hopes, and its almost cer- 
“tain cancellation, as provided for, 
“could hardly fail to involve us in se- 
“rious complications.” But this Clarke 
amendmént, with Ahe specific promise 
which we all feel would not be kept, is 
the essential part of the measure. The 
Filipinos need not be assured again 
that we intend to grant them indepen- 
dence when our trust is fulfilled. They 
know that. The Congressional fight is 
for the Clarke amendment, which its 
advocates stili hope to force through. 

The whole measure should be dis- 
earded. Legislation for the Philippines 
should be postponed until there is time 
to spare to consider it seriously in the 
right spirit. The object of this bill is 
wholly political, It is designed to undo 
the good constructive work done in the 
islands undér three Republican Ad- 
ministrations. Brig. Gen. MCINTYRE 
and Mr. SHusTER have shown us that 
the Filipinos are doing very well under 
present cenditions, and the question of 
their future development should not be 
treated from a partisan point of view.

Since the Act of Union in 1801, which 
wedded Ireland to England for all 
time, her. history has been but @ log- 
ical projection of her special feud with 
life. ‘There was EmMur’s insurrection 


for any particular reason, but because, 
@with a wave of unrest rolling over Eu- 
rape, the Irish could not help uprising. 
Followed the Fenian movement and 
the conspiracy of the “ Invincibles” to 
murder all the Dublin Castle officials. 
Tn 1880 appeared the Land League, to 
destroy the Irish landlord. Its career 
was one of frightfulness, culminating 
in dynamite. outrages which were part 
of a campaign to terrorize England. 
PARNELL was touched by evidence of 
complicity in the crimes of the Land 
League, and was at the same time re- 
ceived and entertained by officers of 
the British Government. Rebellion 
has been the chronic, almost to say 
the natural, condition of Ireland, being 
now and then only a little moré acute 
than usual. Never has she been able 
to rebel unanimously or by a very 
large majority. Ulster alone declar- 
ing civil war to resist Home Rule, for 
which Ireland had been fighting for 
nearly a century, is the recent in- 
stance. 

Never has Ireland been free, and yet 
she has all the more passion for free- 
dom. What these present rebels want 
is not to be free of England. They 
pursue an ideal of freedom. England 
is the symbol of restraint. If it were 
not England, it might be a King. If 
it were not a King, it might be the 
fairies that go about in Ireland, as- 
suming fantastic shapes, to frighten 
people and make them do all the things 
they do not want to do.

THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Secretary BAKER strongly impressed 
the company at the dinner of the 
American Publishers’ Association 
Thursday night as a man of large pér- 
sonal force, clear vision, and obvious 
siricerity. His speech dispelled the 
illusion that he is inclined to be a paci- 
fist, to heed the sentimental cry that- 
a nation ready to defend itself fs ever 
in danger of being ted Into war by its 
pride in its military resources. He isa 
good speaker. His timely utterances 
were delivered with facility and grace. 
In his first public appearance in this 
part of the country he revealed some 
of the power which has given him dis- 
tinction in his own State. He has be- 
come a national personage. : 

Secretary BakER removed all doubts 
of the will of the War Department, un- 
der,his direction, to lénd all its ener- 
gies to the execution of the plans for 
preparedness on land favored by Con- 
gress. A clearer view of the present 
situation has not been afforded than 
that which he compressed in one brief 
but comprehensive passage of his ad- 
dress: 

In the first place there must be, of u 

course, arms and soldiers, ships and 
, Sailors, and thesé must be modern and 
adequate.

SENSELESS AND UNJUST. 

In a shindy everybody stones the 
policeman. That has been a. folk 
custom from the earliest organization 
of human society. But while much 
may be said for the_practice’ in gen: 
eral, it is not a rule that has any ap- 
plication, to the inquiry into the work 
of the State Board of Charities before 
Commissioner CHARLES H. STRONG, 
which was concluded the other day. 
Yet persons who have resented the 
investigation and felt aggrieved by it 
have assailed Commissioner STRONG 
as though he were to blame for stir- 
ring up the trouble. Mr,’ Strone is 
not the policeman, he is not a man 
with a club, he is not even a pros- 
ecutor. He was appointed by ‘the 
Governor to hear impartially the 


presentation of the charges against 


the State Board of Charities and to 
report theréon. His position is that 
of a Judge, and he has conducted 
himself in a judicial manner, quite 
above reproach; It is outrageous that 
he should be censured for his part 
in the investigation. on 

A great fuss has been made about 
some of the methods employed in the 
investigation, and all sorts of issues 
not at all relevant to the main ques- 
tion have been raised. Is there not 
some danger that in all this fog the 
matter to be determined will be ob- 
scured from the public view? As we 
recall the testimony, evils and abuses 
were disclosed. Would it not be bet- 
ter to treat them as the main thing 
after all, and if they exist, as charged, 
apply the remedy? Railing at the 
Judge who presides over the court is 
not a good answer to the aecusations 
into the truth of which he is inquir- 
ing. ¥ 

BUILDING A NAVY. 

Admiral Prary is convinced that by 
an éxpenditure no greater thar the 
cost of three weeks of modern warfare 
we could build up our navy, with three 
years of well-directed labor, so that it 
would be as strong as that of any 
other power. We can only guess what 
three weeks of warfare would cost 
this country. It might well .exceed the 
$360,000,000 which the statisticians 
now estimate the war costs Great Brit- 
ain in that time. This money would, 
of course, be in addition to the present 
large annual cost of maintaining our 
mavy. But it would be money worth 
expending, a sure investment for 
peace and permanent prosperity, which 
can be assured only by being prepared 
to defend our rights. The appropria- 
tion of the money would be the easiest 
thing to accomplish. Judicious, well- 
directed expenditure of it would be a 
harder matter to control. 

. We have only vague ideas as yet as 
to what the Congressional committees 
are thinking of doing to strengthen 
our sea defenses, and no actual knowl- 
edge as to what Congress will do with 
the naval bills when it begins to tinker 
with them. The published estimates 
indicate that large enough provision 
has not been made by the House Com- 
mittee for the enlistment of.new men. 
A substantial increase in} ithe person- 
nel of the navy is its greatest present 
need. We kriow we are going to have 
more ships, but we need officers and 
seamen, not only for them, but also 
for many of our present ships which 
are laid up at the navy yards. The 
Secretary of the Navy_takes this mat- 
ter too lightly. The explanation that 
it is impossible to recruit more than 
10,000 men for the navy in one year 
serves only to emphasize the folly of 
the Navy Department in refusing to 
support the earnest demands of ex- 
‘perienced naval officers for ifcreases 
of from 8,000 to 5,000 men last year 
and the year before. It is a simple 
fact, é¢asily understood by .the lay 
public, that when a new battleship is 
authorized the enlistment of men to 
man it should also be authorized, so 
that they can be assembled for train- 
ing as soon as possible and made 
ready to take hold of the mip when it 
is completed. 

A navy composed of ships without 
men is only alittle more useful for 
national defense than a@ navy composed 
of ships authorized but unbullt . be- 
cause the proper authorities have not 
taken steps to expedite their con- 
struction. Ye

AS a reguit, it has been possible 
here, sooner or later, to get-about all of 
the news, and, by a little intelligent 
balancing of it as it comes from the 
various sources, to present the European 
situation from day to day far more ac- 
curately and fully than has been the 
case anywhere abroad. , 

The English recognize this fact as 
frankly as do the French or the Rus- 
sians, but the Germans, apparently, 
have been so well trained as to hold as 
false all news not supplied by their 
own rulers and to believe implicitly 
the- news supplied by’ them. Ags we, 
however; are now getting great quan- 
tities of news of the “inspired * or 
censored ‘sort, it is not surprising that, 
having so little practice in its interpre- 
tation, we are sometimes completely 
puzzled. Yesterday, for instancés a 
wireless dispatch from Berlin said that 
“ officials of the German Government 
went to Vienna yesterday to discuss 
economic and political questions with the 
Austro-Hungarian authorities.” 

That was all. On its face the dispatch 
looked like the worthless rémnant of a 
real news story, allowed by the censor 
to pass as a sort of a joke: But, com- 
ing as it did, it was an ‘official rather 
than a censored dispatch,.and there must 
have been intention in sending it across. 
What the intention was is‘a mystery. It 
means gnuch less than nothing to us, 
and the only plausible theory of it is that 
it prepares the way for an announce- 
ment soon to be made as to the object 
and result of the consultations mentioned 
so enigmatically.

Red Cross and Blockade. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We speak of having a mission as “ spokes- 
man for the rights of humanity’ and at the 
same time ignore the very foundation of those 
rights, justice and fair play. A most de- 
Plorable lapse of our Government has just 
come to light in a purely casual way. A 
simple notice, dated April 18, was received 
from the American Red Cross by a Hmited 
number of persons who, by dint of hard work 
and sacrifice, had sent hospital supplies to 
the Red Cross depot at Bush Terminal for 
shipment to the Central Powers. The notice 
requests that authorization be given for the 
use of the supplies for some other purpose, 
or else that they be promptly removed, since, 
as the State Department informs the Red 
Cross, Great Britain no longer ‘will permit 
hospital supplies to pass the blockade. Our 
Government evidently acquiesces in this nulli- 
fication of the Geneva Convention, and. does 
not think it desirable to notify the general 
public. he President of the United States 
is President of the Red Cross. He must have 
known of the décision of the British Govern- 
ment and given assent to it some time before 
April 18. Yet on April 19 he read his mes- 
sage to Congress, speaking avowedly' for hu- 
manity, and threatening to sever relations 
with one belligerent because of inhumane 
warfare. While so doing he must have real- 
ized that Great Britain’s act struck at the 
very foundation of the chief international in- 


.strument of humanity in war, the Red Cross.

Place for a New Park. 
To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The new Seventh Avenue extension offers a 
good opportunity to add to our system of 
Parks at comparatively small cost. The new 
street Will be 100 feet wide. With sidewalks 
15 feet wide there could well be carried down 
the céntre of the street a strip 10 feet in 
width, where shrubs and small trees could be 
planted, If this work should be done, while 
the avenue is under construction, the cost 
would (for the centre strip especially) not be 
much more than for paving. I understand it 
thas not yet been decided to have street cars 
on the new avenue, but the two thirty-foot 
roadways would leave ample space for them. 

The new avenue cuts diagonally through the 
block bounded by Greenwich Avenue, Perry 
Street, Waverley Place, and Eleventh Street, 
leaving two small angles on which thére is 
only one house of any value. If these angles 
are built upon there will be an exceedingly 
dangerous crossing, for Seventh Avenue, 
Greenwich Avenue/ and Bleventh Street will 
intersect at sharp angles. The /better way 
would be to inclose them for two small but 
greatly needed playgrounds. 

There is a strong tendency toward this 
séction of the city for residential. purposes, 
and it would be good policy for all concerned 
to beautify as much as possible’ what will 
otherwise be a wide, barren, unsightly street.

the type. Dr. Appleton Morgan, in his 
“Shakespeare in Fact and in Criti- 
cism,’’ has collected a number of such 
instances. The inference is clear: Trin- 
culo’s foul speeches and detractions. were 
lifted by the censor. 

If further evidence is needed, it ties 
in the history of the mark after ‘“ be.” 
In the First Folio it is not a punctua: 
tion mark at all, but a long line.> In 
the Second Folio {t appears as a series 
of short dashes, and finally becomes a 
comma. There can be little doubt that 
the original line was meant to indicate 
a gap-in the text—the work of the 
censor. 

Now, what is a scrupulous producer 
to do? To modern ears the language 
of the play, even in the speeches of 
Miranda, is free enough-in all con- 
science. To interpolate speeches so foul 
that théy would shock an Elizabethan 
would be to’ rout a modern audience. 
Yet, unless something of the kind is 
supplied, the humor of Stephano’s sub- 
sequent remark is lost. Mr. Calvert, 
who knows his Shaw as well las he 
knows his Shakespeare, thought of 
having Trinculo say: ‘‘I should know 
that voice. It should be that. bloody, 
bloated, sack-sucking ——.’’ In America, 
at least, the adjective of the heroine of 
“* Pygmalion ’’ would cause no ¢onster- 
nation, though it so nearly prostrated 
Shaw’s London audiences. But Shake- 
speare has nowhere used the sanguinary 
adjective. So at the Century Trinculo 
speaks only the folio text, and the point 
of Stephano’s comment is lost. 

-It is worthy of remark that, through- 
out the centuries of Shakespearean edi- 
torship, no note has been made of all 
this. When the lines are put in rehearsal, 
however, the difficulty becomes obvious. 
It would be hard to indicate more forci-‘ 
bly how far removed Shakespearean edi- 
torship has always been from even the 
simplest ae of drama qua 
drama. ° 

Is it not time to heathre a close season 
and prohibit any one from editing. our 
great dramatist except those who have 
actual eéxperience in producing his 
plays?

A constantly growing number of people 
who frequent the Metropolitan Opera

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Various Provisions in the Tariff 
Schedules Passed Qn. 


Merchandise invoiced as “ boro-car- 
bons,” imported by William Larzelere 
& Co., Philadelphia, was held dutiable 
yesterday by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers at the rate of one cent per 
pound under the provision in the present 
tariff for ‘‘ manufactured emery.’’. The 
board affirmed the Collector and over- 
ruled the claim that the material was 
free of duty under the provision for 
crude artificial abrasives. : 

It was brought out yesterday that Por- 
tugal is the only country in Europe pay- 
ing a bounty upon the exportation of 
pulp wood. Testimony on this point de- 
veloped from a protest by the Merchants’ 
Importing Company of this city against 
the Collector’s action in assessing a 
countervailing duty on printing paper 
coming from Belgium. The Collector 
took duty in the face of a statement 
upon the invoice that no bounty had 
been allowed on the wood pulp from 
which the paper was made. Judge Hay 
reversed. the Custom House authorities 
in levying the extra duty, and directed 
a reliquidation of the entry. 


The board, following a decision made 
some time ago in the so-called Wright 


& Graham case, took a large number of 
importers’ protests relating to duty ‘as- 
sessments on tea coverings from the 
files, and sustained the claims for free 
entry.

Silverware May Advante Again. 

If the advance in silver bullion contin- 
ues at its present rate, local wholesglers 
of silverware say that a further advance 
on sterling flat and hollow ware will be 
necessary.

FIND CANAL VULNERABLE. 


War Manoeuvres Show That it Is 
Open to Land Attack. 


PANAMA, April 28.—That the Panama 
Canal can be interrupted successfully 
by a land attack over. the -roughest 
jungle trails has been demonstrated in 
the view of Brig: Gen. Clarence R.. 
Edwards, commander of the Ganal Zone, 
by the war manoeuvres which were con- 
cluded yesterday by an engagement be- 
tween the attacking red army and the 
blue defenders. : ‘ 

The forces came together in the 
vicinity of Chorrera, after a forced 
march on the part of the ‘“enemy”’ 
through: the roughest’ jungle country in 
Panama. The red army’made a hike of 
twenty-one miles on the last day despite 
a virtually continual rain. | 

The engagement was totally unexpect- 
ed owing to the rapid march of the. at- 
tackers, and occurred during a dense 
downpour. The defenders were finally 
compelled to retreat. ‘ 

“ Officers .on the Isthmus seem to 
think,” said General Edwards, “that 
important lessons have ‘been learned 
from the manoeuvres. 
if a determined enemy was allowed to 
land unmolested by strong opposition 
he could tnterrupt the canal, and that 


the only safety lies in additional troops, 
and that adequate roads in all parts of 
the Republic for supply trains and ar- 
tillery are absolutely essential.’’ '
